THE HITLER 
BOMB PLOT 


by PERCY KNAUTH 


BERCHTESGADEN 
cinz Buchholz, a thin, young- 
looking man of 39, was one 
of cight stenographers assigned 
to Adolf Hitler's supreme head- 
quarters. Buchholz was present 
when the July 20, 1944 bomb 
exploded in the conference room 
at headquarters in East Prus- 
sia, killing four men, seriously 
injuring seven and more or less 
seriously wounding 12, among 
them Hitler himself. 

In Berchtesgaden, Buchholz 
last week told for the first time 
exactly what had happened 
that day: 

“The Fiihrer's headquarters 
last summer were at the so- 
called ‘ Wolfschanze’ (or wolf's 
fort), a group of barracks and 
bunkers located about five kilo- 
meters from Rastenburg in East 
Prussia. The barracks were or- 
dinary wooden army barracks 
which had been strengthened by 
a brick shell and concrete roof, 
a fact which is of considerable 
importance in the failure of the 
attempt on the Firer's life 

“The personnel of the Fih- 
ret's supreme headquarters con- 
sisted of Hitler's closest mili- 
tary and political advisers, in- 
cluding Field Marshal Keitel, 
Colonel General Jodl and Mar- 
tin Bormann, chancellor of the 
Nazi Party. 

“Briefings at headquarters 
were generally held at noon or 
12:30. It was at one such brief- 
ing, which began at 12:30 on 
July 2oth last year, that the at- 
tempt was made on Hitler's 
life. 

“The bricfing was held in 
one of the long rectangular bar- 
racks, which had been strength- 
ened with brick and concrete. 
Between the wooden walls of 
the original barracks and the 
brick shell built around it there 
was an air space of about 30 
centimeters (not quite one foot) 
and partitions were made of 
pressed straw, like stuff used to 
panel attic rooms or cellars. 

“The conference room was at 
one end of the building, a nar- 
row room running the width of

the barracks. The only furni- 
ture in it was a long table of 
plain heavy oak, then two 
stools for us stenographer and 
in the corner a small table with 
three armchairs. The only peo 
ple who ever sat at briefings 
were stenographers; Hitler and 
the others always stood and 
always in the same places. 

“The conference began as us- 
ual with Licut, General Heus- 
inger, chief of operations scc- 
tion in the General Staff, out- 
lining the military situation on 
the southern sector of the East- 
ern Front. Hitler entered, shook 
hands all around, then took his 
place at the center of the table 
on the side toward the door 
leading to the corridor. Heus- 
inger stood at his right and the 
others, about 20 persons, stood 
at their places around the table 
or leaned against the wall.

“The briefing had been going 
on for about five minutes when 
Field Marshal Keitel entered, 
He had been delayed a little. 
With him was a man who was 
not usually present at briefings 
—a tall, slim man with black 
hair, war-wounded, with one 
arm missing nearly up to the 
elbow and a black patch over 
his right eye. He carried a black 
bricf case in his hand. This was 
Colonel Coune Claus von Stauf- 
fenberg. 

“As the door opened Hitler 
turned around, shook hands 
with Keitel, then looked in a 
questioning manner at Stauffen- 
berg, whom he didn’t appear 
to recognize. Keitel introduced 
him with the words, ‘Colonel 
Count Stauffenberg, the man 
who is organizing the new 
units (Der Mann der die New 
aufstellungen macht). The new 
units were Volksgrenadier regi- 
ments, just then being set up in 
the office of Colonel General 
Fromm, commander of the 
Home Army in Berlin. 

“Scauffenberg had come to 
report on the progress of this 
work. Hitler shook hands with 
him, Keitel stepped to his usual 
place on the Fihrer’s left and 
Heusinger cook up his briefing 
again. Stauffenberg stepped 
around to the right of Hitler 
and walked toward the end of 
the table. He stooped for a 
moment to put his brief case 
under the table against the sup- 
port on the side nearest to Hit- 
ler. Colonel Brandt, the famous 
rider who won cquestrianevents 
in the Olympic games of 1936, 
was standing there and Stauf- 
fenberg had to push the brief 
case between Brandt's legs.

The room was filled 
with a black cloud of smoke 
and in the smoke and darkness 
the first thing I heard was a 
stentorian shout from Keitel, 
*Wo ist der Faber? (Whete is the 
Fihrer?)”

“Immediately after came 
the first cries of the wounded. 
Dazed, bleeding from several 
curs and in a considerable state 
of shock, I tumbled through a 
window. Then I ran around the 
barracks to the entrance. As I 
reached the door, wounded offi- 
cers were just beginning to 
stagger out. 

“T saw the Fuhrer come out 
and walk about 50 meters co 
the Fihrer bunker, one of the 
solid concrete bunkers where 
he lived. With him were his 
valet, SS Hauptscurmfiihrer 
Linge, who always waited be- 
fore the door, and Keitel. Hit- 
ler walked alone, declining 
their support, His hair was 
scorched, his lower right trou- 
ser leg was torn and burned, 
his whole uniform dirty and 
torn, but there was no visible 
blood. Keitel was also direy 
and tattered, with his hair 
scorched but otherwise appar- 
ently all right 

“I saw Jodl come running 
out after the Fiihrer. Like all 
those who were at the right 
end of the table, his hair was 
scorched and yellow with sul- 
phur and his face was black 
with soot. Jodl was giving 
orders as he fan; he sprinted to 
the gate and shouted to the 
guard to close all gates and let 
nobody in or out. 

“Stauffenberg meanwhile had 
completely disappeared and at 
first nobody thought of him at 
all. What had happened was 
this: when he was called out to 
answer the phone, he spoke 
only briefly, then left the bar- 
racks. He went over to his car 
where an accomplice was wait-

You know what followed after 
that—how a major, instead of 
carrying out Stauffenberg’s or 
der to mobilize the guard, tele- 
phoned to Goebbels, who spoke 
to Hitler on the phone, as- 
sured himself that Hitler was 
all right and then moved to ar- 
rest all the officers giving out 
orders for the uprising. 

“Hitler suffered a burst ear- 
drum in his right car on the 
side nearer to the bomb. His 
left ear was also injured but less 
seriously. He also had bad con- 
tusions of his right arm, since 
he had been leaning on the 
table when the bomb went off 
and blew the table top up. His 
right leg was bruised andslight- 
ly burned bue that was all. His 
injuries were so light chat he 
was able to receive the Duce 
that same afternoon and he at- 
tended another briefing that 
evening. His arm caused him 
some difficulty for several 
weeks; he couldn't lift it or use 
it very much, and he also suf- 
fered from bleeding in his ear, 
which was quite painful, buc 
thae was all. 
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“Four men in the room were 
killed. How anyone survived is 
difficult coexplain., Three things 
contributed to the failure of the 
attempt. First, the construction 
of the wooden barracks and 
brick shell with the air space 
between dissipated the effect 
of the bomb. Second, Colonel 
Brande, whom the blast killed, 
had placed the brief case on the 
other side of the solid wooden 
table support. That little bit of 
protection shielded the Fuhrer 
just that much from the direct 
effect of the blast. Third, the 
bomb was not really 2 bomb 
but a package of explosives. 
The killing effect was to be 
gained solely from concussion 
and apparently it wasn’t real- 
ized that the conference room 
was not of solid construction, 
which would have compressed 
the explosion. 

“The Filhrer gave all those 
who had been wounded a 
unique medal finished in black, 
silver or gold according to the 
seriousness of injuries, and with 
the date, July 20, 1944, and 
‘Adolf Hitler's signature on it. 
I have mine still—that’s one 
thing I would really like to 
keep.””

he clamor of the bells of peace quieted in Europe last week. There was a new 

clanging in the ravished lands, welcome to all people but the Germans. The 
iron gates of the jails and prison camps were swinging open and then swinging 
shut again. Out walked the captives of the Nazis—kings and concubines, pre- 
lates and politicians, generals and tennis players. In walked the Germans—the 
hangmen and the henchmen, the marshals and the money-changers, the 
gauleiters and the propagandists. 

All week long, Allied patrols scoured the high 
castles and deep cellars from Bavaria to Norway 
searching for Nazi big shotsand Gestapo trigger men. 
Gangs like the one shown above were quickly taken 
into custody. So many were pouring into Allied 
prisons that the Werewolf threat (right) seemed slim. 
Eyen Allied generals joined in history’s greatest 
manhunt in history. At week’s end the Americans 
and the British had each turned up with prizes. The 
British Second Army, belatedly cleaning out Ad- 
miral Dénitz’ headquarters at Flensburg, caught Al- 
fred Rosenberg while looking for Himmler. The 
“philosopher” of National Socialism was in a hospital 
with a sprained ankle. The U.S. 101st Airborne Divi- 
sion at Berchtesgaden found a dull-eyed, sullen-look- 
ing thug in blue pajamas, a green hat and a four-day 
growth of beard.

Already in Allied hands awaiting trial were Gi 
ing, Donitz, Hess, Field Marshals Rundstedt, List, 
Lech, Kleist, Kesselring and Schoerner, Bankers 
Walter Funk and Hjalmar Schacht, Diplomats von 
Papen and von Neurath, and Gauleiters Arthur 
Seyss-Inquart (Holland) and Hans Frank (Poland). 
Some of them, like Ley and Frank, tried to kill them- 
selves. Konrad Henlein, gauleiter of the Sudeten- 
land, did manage to commit suicide after his capture. 


Laval, still in Spain, and Marshal Henri Pétain, 
about to be tried in Paris, would not long be unset 
tled. Draja Mihailovich, Chetnik leader, listed as a 
criminal by Tito’s Yugoslav government, was in Al- 
lied custody. In Oslo, the Norwegian people jailed Vid- 
kun Quisling, put him to work cleaning toilet bowls. 
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HEAR GORING TALKS 


The fat former Reichsmarschall 
sweats out a press conference 


Rotel Hermann Goring, Hitler's Minister 
of Aviation, Infantry General of the Wehrmacht, 
Director of State Theatres and Operas, Hunting Mas- 
ter of Germany, and Chief Forester of the Reich, gave 
himself up to the U. S. Seventh Army on May 9. His 
tongue loosened by whopping slugs of whisky, Géring 
alternately gobbled chicken and gabbed to his captors, 
Generals Stack and Dahlquist (below, left). Although 
this polite treatment of a vicious war criminal was lat 
er condemned, the tipsy Géring supposedly divulged 
more Reich secrets than all the sober Wehrmacht gen- 
erals and state officials put together. 

A few days later Géring, sporting a pair of sky-blue 
gloves, met the Allied press (left). To avoid the hot sun, 
he sat under a pepper tree. Reporters found him flab- 
bier and shorter than they had expected. Whenever 
possible Géring denied his own guilt, especially for ci- 
vilian bombings and atrocities. Among a great many 
other things, Géring said: Hitler was probably dead; 
Hitler refused to believe the war was lost in 1944; Hit- 
ler had tried to keep America out of the war; and the 
future for Germany was very black “but no war will 
ever come from Germany again.” In conclusion he 
said, quite truthfully, “I am no prophet. . . . It is hard 
to say what will happen in the future.” 

At week’s end one prophecy seemed safe enough: no 
amount of Giring’s gab would save him from a speedy 
trial as a war criminal. “We have an airtight case 
against him,” a member of the ‘d Nations War 
Crimes Commission declared. Goring’s name was 
placed in “nomination” for the war-criminal roster by 
Poland and Czechoslovakia. Their claims against him 
were thoroughly investigated and approved last No- 
vember by the Commission. Indicted on at least eight 
different counts, Giring is held specifically responsible 
for atrocities at death camps like Belsen, Buchenwald 
and Nordhausen (LIFE, May 7) which, Géring told 
the Allied press, were “merely propaganda reports.” 
As overseer of the economic plan under which civilians 
of conquered countries were forced to work as slaves, 
Goring is charged with violating Hague Convention.

WAR CRIMES 


TO PROMOTE THE IDEA OF LAW IN EUROPE IS MORE VITAL TO US THAN KILLING NAZIS 


‘There is no respectable American opinion, 
popular or highbrow, which condones the 
crimes of the Nazis. There is very little opin- 
ion that thinks they should go unpunished. 
Polls show big majorities in favor of jailing 
or executing the men responsible for the hor- 
rors of Buchenwald, hau and the re 
Representative Dewey Short, who studied in 
Germany and was once an isolationist, was 
almost beside himself with shock and rage 
when he described to the House the things he 
had seen on his recent tour of the Nazi exter- 
mination camps. Human instinct demands 
some sort of action to express our horror at 
what the Nazis have done. Retribution, ven- 
geance, justice—call it what you like—but 
action, 

‘There is a great deal at stake, however, in 
what we do call it and in what form our ac- 
tion takes, The best and most vocal instinct 
is for “justice”: to try these criminals in a 
court and sentence them. To that end much 
has been done. The War Crimes Commission 
has been collecting evidence in London for 
three years. The Army Judge Advocate 
General's office has set up its own procedu 
for arresting and trying run-of-the-mine mil 
itary criminals. And now Samuel Rosenman 
has proposed to our Allies a joint military 
tribunal for trying Himmler 
and the other Nu 
Juckson of the U.S. Supreme Court has al- 
ready been appointed U.S. prosecutor on that 
international tribunal and started getting his 
staff together last week. 

Indeed, the question of who is guilty of 
what, and how to punish, has engaged some 
of our best legal brains for many months. 
And in view of the general agreement that 
the Nazis deserve punishment, it is surpris- 
ing to find so much confusion and disagree- 
ment among them. 


“Nulla Poen: 


‘There is no confusion on the part of the 
Russians. They are not members of the War 
Crimes Commission. They have been trying 
and sentencing war criminals on their own 
ever since the Kharkov trials of 1943. In Bul- 
garia alone “people’s courts” have tried and 
executed about 2,000 and imprisoned 3,000. 

As though to outdo the Russians, the War 
Crimes Commission recently broadened its 
definition of war crimes to include all par- 
ticipants in inhum: policies, whether in- 
national or domestic. This made potential 
criminals of four to six million Germans at 
one stroke, Another plan is to try whole or- 
ganizations, such as the SS and Gestapo; the 
individual member would then automatically 
guilty of the organization’s crime.

Burke did not 
say you should not indict a whole people, he 
said he didn’t know how to do it. The 


real problem is to know who is guilty of what. 
According to Anglo-Saxon concepts of ju: 
tice, people should be punished only for break- 
ing a known and general law which was in 
effect at the time of the e. Nulla poena 
sine lege, as the jurists put it; no punishment 
without a statute. No ex post facto legisla- 
tion is also one of the basic guarantees in our 
Constitution. Thus the problem confronting 
the prosecutors is to find enough pre-existing 
law, military or international, to convict.

Before he was appointed prosecutor, Jus- 
tice Jackson made a speech in which he 
warned against the use of the judicial process 
for nonjudicial ends, and attacked cynies who 
“see no reason why courts, just like other 
agencies, should not be policy weapons.” If 
we want to shoot Germans as a matter of pol- 
icy, let it be done as such, said he, but don’t 
the deed behind a court. “If you are de- 
termined to execute a man in any case, there 
is no occasion for a trial; the world yields no 
respect for courts that are merely organized 
to convict.” Mussolini may have got his just 
deserts, but nobody supposes he got a fair 
trial.

Anglo-Saxon justice is too precious a heri- 
tage to be used as a weapon against men. But 
it is a weapon against a system—the autho: 
tarian system which almost destroyed Eu- 
rope. Indeed, it is the only alternative to that 
system. The real lesson of Buchenwald is not. 
that some Germans are beasts but rather that 
when a civilization goes utterly pragmatic, 
ceases to place a supreme value on individual 
human life and denies the possibility of ab- 
stract justice and the reality of natural law, 
Buchenwald is simply the end result. 

If law cloaks a blood bath in Germany, the 
idea of law will be the real victim. Lynch 
law, of which we have known a good deal in 
America, often gets the right man. But its’ 
aftermath is a contempt for law that breeds 
more criminals. 


Nordhausen 


If one needs a pragmatic reason why we 
should try to strengthen the idea of law in 
Europe, it may be found in the prison eamp 
at Nordhausen. There the Nazis fed political 
prisoners into an underground factory that 
turned out thousands of V-1 and V-2 bombs 
—primitive prototypes of the weapons of the 
next war. Buried deep in a salt mine, the fac- 
tory could not be discovered by aerial pho- 
tography. Even in times of peace a state 
which deprives indi 
and shuts them up in concentration camps 
without habeas corpus could use forced labor 
to the end of seeretly preparing for the en- 
slavement of the world, It could hide a hun- 
dred Nordhausens from prying intruders. Ob- 
viously there is a very direct connection be- 
tween political freedom protected by law and 
the security of America. Wherever we have a 
chance to promote this freedom and law, as 
in Europe now, it is to America’s self-interest 
to do it. 

Let us bear that in mind as we go about 
punishing war criminals, There are enough 
laws on the books to convict guilty Nazis 
without risking the prestige of our legal sys- 
tem. It is far, far better that some guilty men 
escape than that the idea of law be endan- 
gered. In the long run the idea of law is our 
best defense against Nazism in all its forms.

THE CARRIER “FRANKLIN™ 
REFUSES TO GO DOWN 


A heroic crew saves her from her own and Jap bombs 


0707 hours on March 19 some 60 miles off Japan, a Jap “Judy” streaked down 

out of a low cumulus cloud. Apparently the pilot had been cruising above the 
clouds diving periodically in the hope of coming on something. This time he had 
come on something—the middle of a group from U. S. Task Force 58, Ahead of him 
lay a 27,000-ton carrier. Instantly he let go two bombs. 

Perfectly spaced, they struck fore and aft directly down the center of the U. S. 
carrier Franklin, Men on deck pinwheeled through the air. Flame flared from the 
forward clevator. Fire crackled below the flight deck. Profanely the crew leaped for 
hoses. Seconds later the Judy was shot into the sea by a vengeful Franklin pilot 
already in the air. 


‘The initial blasts were bad enough but the worst was yet to come. Forty-five 
planes were on deck, loaded with gas, bombs and rockets when the attack came. 
‘These began to blow up in a series of explosions which were not to end for five 
hellish hours. As they caught fire, planes discharged their rockets waist high across 
the deck. Meanwhile spreading flames ignited stores of oil, bombs, ammunition 
boxes, The flight deck turned ¢ red. Men leaped or were hurled into the sea. 
So were plane: ¢ of whose bombs detonated, killing all the swimmers around 
them. In the hangar deck below, tracer bullets streaked pinkishly through the 
smoky gloom. Bodies littered its floor. Black smoke, so thick men felt drowned 
rather than suffocated by it, flooded the ship. In all over 100 large bombs exploded. 
Burly Captain Leslie E. Gehres refused to abandon his first carrier command. 
smoke enveloped the bridge, blasts shook it. All but one communication line was 
severed. But until the untended boilers’ fires went out, the helmsman steered his 
course, the navigator regularly reported her position, the quartermaster coolly 
logged each order and explosion as it came. The Jesuit chaplain, Lieut. Commander 
Joseph O'Callahan, fought fires, administered last rites, tossed searing-hot ammuni- 
tion into the sea. Licut. Donald Gary repeatedly descended into the ship’s peri 
ous bowels to lead out groups of the 300 entombed men. While a chamber above 
them filled with water, five crew members remained in the aft steering compartment 
to relay messages over broken telephone lines. ‘They were rescued after 18 hours. 

After she was towed through the night the Franklin’s boiler fires were rekindled 
and she started the 12,000-mile trip to the Brooklyn Navy Yard where sheis now be- 
ing refitted. Of a crew of more than 2,500 she had lost 892 killed and missing, 270 
wounded. But on the way back men were able to assemble an “orchestra” (ocarina, 
tub, slide whistle and guitar) under Musician 1/C Saxie Dowell, peacetime author of 
Three Little Fishies. They played songs they made up about the bombing, including 
one by Captain Gehres himself, entitled : “In One Day We Lived Six Long Months.”

Operation “‘Foo-Foo” proceeds well 
on oil-rich island off Borneo 


Ts is a swampy little island just off the north- 
east coust of Borneo, It is fairly afloat with oil 
which can be found by digging wells only 10 or 20 
feet deep and is of such high grade that it can often 
be used without refining.

ll of LIFE’S home-planning ideas are pic- 
tured either as full-size or scale models. To 
make sure that they would be practical in re- 
ality, LIFE picked two of the designs at random, 
the convertible bedroom and the in-line bath 
(page 70), and put them into real houses. 
The convertible bedroom was added to the 
north side of Mr. and Mrs, Thomas D. Law- 
son’s Cape Cod cottage in Tarrytown, N. Y. 
Their house was typical of thousands built be- 
tween 1930 and 1941, It had only two bed- 
rooms, which seemed enough when it was 
built. But as Tim and-Julie Lawson grew up the 
family found itself more and more cramped for 
space. Weekend guests became almost an im- 
possibility. If anyone got sick and had to have 
a room alone, the whole house was disrupted. 
‘These pictures and the two plan drawings be- 
low show what happened to the Lawsons’ house 
when LIFE added the convertible bedroom, 
The children’s old bedroom was turned into a 
study and guest room. It can be made com- 
pletely private by an accordion partition which 
is pulled out to forma hall through to the con- 
vertible bedroom occupied by Tim and Julie.

OKINAWA

EXCEPT FOR JAPS, IT IS A VERY PLEASANT PLACE 


he hard, suicidal fighting on Okinawa was no sur- 

prise to the Americans who landed on this main 
island of Ryukyu group. But the place itself was, phy- 
sically, one of the pleasant surprises of the Pacific 
war. LIFE Photographers W. Eugene Smith and J.R. 
Eyerman reported Okinawa as a delightful piece of 
real estate, fertile, cool, sunny, almost devoid of the 
much-advertised habu snakes whose bite is quickly 
fatal. The virtues of Okinawa were first reported 
to the U.S. Navy by Commodore Perry, who landed 
there in 1853: Jands fertile beyond 


measure... as pleasant... as any in the world.” 
‘The Okinawans in 1858 were “industrious and in- 
offensive” and the Americans still found them so in 
1945. They are so peaceful that no evidence has been 
found of their ever having possessed weapons of any 
kind. Their diet is based on cold, boiled sweet pota- 
toes and pork, every family being required by law 
to keep at least four pigs. Goats are killed by being 
burned alive, otherwise Okinawans consider that the 
meat will spoil. When killed and cooked this way, 
reports LIFE’s Eyerman, “the goat just raises hell.” 


The island’s people are fairly indifferent Buddhists 
but show great respect for their dead, letting them 
decay in stone tombs for seven years, then trans- 
ferring the bones to jars. Only the upper classes wear 
shoes. Upper-class women are never seen in public 
and must not even be spoken of. 

A Japanese prince conquered Okinawa in 1609 but 
Okinawan despots paid tribute to both China and Ja- 
pan until 1879 when Japan officially took over the is- 
lands. With its fine anchorage for a naval base, Okina 
wa may end up under U.S. trusteeship after the war.

When the war clouds grew blacker over Europe, the U. S. 
Army Air Forces came to Consolidated Vultee with the re- 
quest for still another four-engine heavy bomber. 

Shortly afterward—in 1939—the B-24 Liberator was born. 

But, even with Consolidated Vultee’s long experience in 
building mammoth sea planes, it took over 3 years, over 1 mil- 
lion engineering hours, and more than 5 million hours to tool up 
the plants, before the Liberator was ready to go into action 
as one of America’s most devastating, heavy bombardment 
weapons. 

Similarly, it took 5 years to develop one of this war’s fore- 
most fighter planes from drawing board to final test flight 
and mass production. 

And one of the country’s greatest aircraft engines has taken 


11 years to develop—and ever since the war started, it’s been 
undergoing change after change to increase its horsepower 
still more. 


America 1941—a second-rate power 


Many other examples could be cited. But there is no need to 
labor the point. 

The truth of the matter is that America was caught napping. 
The nation which invented the airplane was woefully un- 
prepared to defend itself against Axis air power. We had become 
‘a second-rate power in the air. 

And the Axis knew it. They knew that under normal condi- 
tions, it takes from 8 to 7 years for a plane to progress from 
drawing board to combat duty. 

What they overlooked was the undreamed-of capacity of the 
American people, and the American aircraft industry, to do the 
impossible. 

Starting almost from scratch, we have been able to design, 
build, and deliver war planes by the tens of thousands—an air 
armada overwhelming in its might and superiority, as of today. 
But remember, the elapsed time has been five years! 


“Hot” today —obsolete tomorrow 
But in aerial warfare, the nation that depends on mere quantity 
and present-day superiority of its planes cannot win. That is one 
reason why Germany lost the Battle of Britain in 1940. 


Progress in aeronautics is now so rapid that today’s “hot- 
test” combat plane is virtually obsolete tomorrow. Its quality 
must constantly be improved—to keep it superior to the 
enemy’s ever-improving planes, 

And it must be replaced, with all possible speed, by new 
planes now on our drafting boards, in our wind tunnels, or 
undergoing their test flights. 

These are facts which an alert America should not, must not, 
forget. 


Another fact to keep in mind 


If we are attacked again, there will probably be no warning 
whatever—no time to prepare. 

There will be no other nation to hold off the enemy, as 
Britain did this time, while we frantically build up our power 
in the air. 

And the attack will most certainly be made with new and 
even more terrible airborne weapons. 

We must be ready, and able, to protect ourselves from such attack. 

Air Supremacy alone cannot win a war, and may not in 
itself prevent another war. But as long as we maintain our 


strength in the air, no aggressor nation in its right mind will dare 
think of attacking us. 


Air Power is Peace Power 


The backbone of Air Supremacy is a.strong, independent 
competitive aircraft industry, constantly working in research, 
in the improvement of production technique, and in the 
development of still finer planes. 

But we must understand that Air Power is a combination of all 
these things: a postwar Air Force, commercial air transport, 
a strong supporting aircraft industry with permanent facilities 
to meet any emergency, widespread personal flying, and a 
national air-minded way of thinking. 
When we understand this, we begin to realize that Air Power can 


be one of America’s soundest investments in the interests of a 
lasting peace.

The Lives of 
Winston Churchill

der was up in Glasgow. His celephone rang— 

Winston Churchill calling from London. “I 
Cannot afford to spend another day as First Lord of 
the Admiralty, I cannot do that and be Prime 
Minister as well. Will you take over the Admiral- 
ty tonight?” 

The flustered Alexander answered that he would 
take the night train, Next morning when he en- 
tered the Admiralty he found Churchill deep in 
the task of forming a coalition government and 
taking over the direction of the war. 

“You ask, What is our policy? I will say: "Ie is 
to wage war, by sea, land and air, with all our 
might and with all the strength that God can give 
us: to wage war against a monstrous tyranny, never 
surpassed in the dark, lamentable catalogue of hu- 
man crime, That is our policy.’ You ask, What is 
our aim? I can answer in one word: Victory.” 

But alongside the bad news from the front 
Churchill's thundering phrases came dangerously 
close:to being hollow rhetoric. The French army 
was melting away with scarcely a battle. His own 
badly mauled British Expeditionary Force was 
falling back through Belgium and in danger of 
being cut off. Worst of all, the British flect could

no longer guarantee to cover the Channel ports in 
the face of German airpower. 

How bad the situation was Churchill did not 
realize until he flew to Paris to talk with the 
French General Staff. As the late Sir John Dill, 
then Chief of the Imperial General Staff, recalled, 
“Te was a beautiful spring morning. The sun was 
shining. There was dew on the grass. At the Quai 
d'Orsay the air was full of floating bits of black- 
ened paper from the records they were burning on 
the lawn." Gamelin was there—and the 73-year 
old Weygand, surprisingly fresh after a flight from 
Syria, Churchill ewitted him, “General, you are 
too young for this business.'* Then he plunged to 
the point of his visit. Could the French counter- 
attack across the corridor which the German ar- 
mored columns had cut from Sedan to the sea? The 
attack was promised. It never materialized. In the 
British Embassy in Paris he confronted Sir John 
Dill: ‘*Who will rid me of the menace of these 
mechanized columns? What is your policy? Is it to 
be dilly-dally, come and be killed?"* 

Back in London worse news fell—the surrender 
of King Leopold and the Belgian army. He flashed 
to the British army the word, “March to the 
North Channel ports. Fight anything that gets in 


the way. The navy will take you off."’ During the 
Dunkirk evacuation on the dot of 6:30 a.m.— 
without waiting to pop his false teeth in, the 
story goes—he was on the phone to the Admiral- 
ty, exhorting, prompting, improvising," We have 
rounded up every small boat in England,” he an- 
nounced—Brighton puddle jumpers, stockbrokers’ 
motor launches, cutters and yawls, "Forget about 
the equipment,” his order went. ““ We can rebuild 
that. We can't remake men. 

Along with the remnants of the British army he 
also moved to snatch another prize from the wreck- 
age that was France: the French navy. During one 
meeting with the French, Premier Reynaud’s inti- 
mate friend, Mme. de Portes, thrown into fury by 
a reference to the honor of France, tried to teat 
Churchill's eyes out. But the worst meeting was 
the last at Tours, The weather was filthy; the Air 
Ministry begged him not to make the trip. Before 
leaving No. 10 Downing St., Churchill called for 
his valet to fetch his revolver. Strapping it to his 
waist, he announced to his flabbergasted retinue, 
“If [fall in with the Germans I shall have the 
satisfaction of shooting at least one.” 

With him went Lord Halifax, then Foreign Sec- 
retary, Sir John Dill and Lord Beaverbrook. They

landed at Tours at noon. The runway was pitted with unfilled bomb 
craters. No one was on hand co meet them, not even a gendarme. 
Churchill made his way to the prefecture. After a fine show of good 
humor for the benefit of the French, he announced briskly to his col- 
leagues, ““ Undoubtedly we shall have difficule and painful questions 
to deal with this afternoon, and we should be well advised to fortify 
ourselves." Then, turning to the gathering, he demanded directions 
to a restaurant: “Ow pouvons-nous avoir le déjeuner?”* 

Ac the meeting with Reynaud, Churchill's French was inventive. 
If he didn’t know the French word, he threw in an English one, 
heavily accented, until thie poor interpreter finally asked whether he 
should translate into French or English. He kept telling the French, 
“Your flect is the great thing,” and urged them to direct it to British 
ports or to North Africa. Admiral Darlan swore that it would never 
fall into German hands, but Churchill argued, “The Germans will 
in France and you may not always be there.”” The French said, 
nd us more Air. Send us your metropolitan air force."” But, as an 
Englishman said, “” We knew it would be sending it down the drain.”” 

In that meeting only de Gaulle spoke up for Churchill—and the 
next day followed him back to England. From there they together 
made a last despairing plea to the French government to merge with 
Bricain in common citizenship. At the time the failure of the French 
to respond was a terrible blow. Looking back, Churchill is not so 
sure. Had the French government fled to Algiers, the Germans would 
have plunged after them, invading Africa and whisking from the 
gaming table the great battlefields of 1941 and 1942. Concerning this, 
Churchill once remarked, “In life the only wise course is to follow 
the course of duty and not of interest. Every man knows what his 
duty is. Bur it is not given to many to know their true interest." 

His duty was plain. With all Europe lost, with Russia leagued 
with Germany and the Americans still wrangling over the vireues 
of neutrality, he addressed his ministers, “Well, gentlemen, we ate 
alone. For myself I find it extremely exhilarating.” Churchill's cour- 
age in this period caused an admirer to remark recently on the won- 
derful things he did for the British spirit. “There was nothing wrong 
with the spirit,” said Churchill. "I merely canalized it." 

In the long, retrospective nights at Chequers and No. 10, Churchill, 
has sometimes argued that if Hitler had been willing to lose a mil- 
Tion men he might have taken England. Churchill vowed that if the 
island fell the Empire would fight on, yet when a dominion states- 
man asked if he could guarantee the fleet, he answered bluntly, 
“Who can promise that?"” Brother“ Jack" Churchill says, “* Winston 
never would have left London. He would have died first. The thought 
in the minds of all of us was, ‘We will stay here and get killed. Bue 
the King will form another government, the survivors will go to 
Canada ‘and fight from there.’ "” Lord Halifax recalls going into 
Churchill's office and hearing him extemporize the sentences which 
a week later would echo round the world, “We shall fight on the 
beaches, we shall fight on the landing grounds.” Then Churchill's 
voice turned soft and he added with a leer," And if they ever get to 
London, I shall go into that pillbox at the end of the street—and 
Tam not a bad shor, you know." 

Not pillboxes but the daring of the RAF saved England, Churchill 
knew the air as perhaps no other top-ranking statesman knew it. 
The air struggle for London centered on the Kentish flying ficlds; 
every morning there arrived in Churchill's bedroom, with the break- 
fast tray, a report on the number of unfilled bomb craters in the run- 
ways. He haunted the underground cavern from which Sir Hugh 


Dowding directed his RAF swarms. He was there on the famous oc- 
casion on Sept. 15 when the Luftwaffe came roaring out of France in 
full strength, surged over Biggin Hill and fought co the outskirts of 
London, only to turn away with 185 planes shot down in the action. 

This was the decisive battle of the year, one of the decisive battles 
of history. Thereafter came the night bombing. Twice the Germans 
nearly got Churchill. On one occasion, while he was having dinner 
with friends at No. 10, a heavy bomb landed close by, blowing out 
the windows. Like a general taking charge of a battlefield, Churchill 
ordered the servants to the cellar; then he and his guests descended 
with the plates and the wine glasses to finish off the dinner, seat- 
ed on upturned wooden boxes. Two of the guests, Oliver Lyttelton 
and Lord Brabazon, stumbled home through the blackout. Said 
Brabazon, “A famous occasion.” Answered Lyttelton, “Yes, but 
I wager that no one in history will ever remember that we were 
there.”” 

When Churchill heard that the Germans had just missed hitting 
the home of Stanley Baldwin, whose failure to arm Britain in the 
19308 had drawn his most caustic diatribes, he growled, “Very un- 
grateful of them." But he was extremely solicitous for the safety of 
the late Archbishop of Canterbury. The Primate had a makeshift 
bomb shelter in the crypt. “Ah, that will never do,” Churchill pro- 
tested, insisting on a deeper and stronger shelter. “And if by chance 
you should suffer a direct hit, I am afraid, my dear archbishop, we 
shall have to regard it as a divine summons.” 


Searching for allies 


Meanwhile the great specches followed one upon the other, like 
the tolling of a mighty bell. All over the world, wherever English 
was understood, men of different faiths and parties stopped to listen 
to the erstwhile outcast. It was not only the eloquence that held 
them. In this one beleaguered figure they recognized the will and 
purpose, perhaps even the conscience, not just of England but of the 
whole Western liberal world. 

While the accents were Cromwellian, the spirit was mellow. "We 
shall forego our luxuries," he announced over the after-dinner 
brandy, “but not our pleasures.” Yet amid the crashing bombs an 
acute and concentrated intelligence worked as few men have ever 
worked, a drudge with a bottomless gusto for the day’s business. 
Inside No. 10 he functioned with molelike absorption. Paper, the 
curse of most statesmen, fell around Churchill almost like a ferti- 
lizing rain. One of his rules is that incoming memoranda be cov- 
ered by a précis of not more than one page—but let the data be 
underneath, Churchill customarily invokes a stately 18th Century 
protocol, writing short clegant phrases on the margin: “Pray do 
this, .. ."’ Should the subject at hand demand more extensive treat- 
ment, he will himself dictate a masterly memorandum at almost 
telegraphic speed, pricking on cabinet minister, admiral, general and 
tired civil servant with absolute authority behind him 

Opponents habitually got direct treatment. Early in the war 
he summoned to No. 10 his propaganda director, in peacetime the 
head of a great bus corporation, to complain over the dreary news 
being beamed into occupied Europe. When the official refused to 
inject a more optimistic note into the broadcasts, claiming it would 
be a distortion of the truch, Churchill dismissed him out of hand: 
“Never let that impeccable busman darken my door again." 

In the sheer determination to get things done, Churchill often 
overshot himself, only to be pulled up by a saving humility. Thus, 
when reports came in that the Germans were mistreating British 
prisoners, he wrathfully ordered the manacling of German prisoners 
in reprisal. The British press was horrified and, journeying up to 
Scotland one day in his private railroad carriage, he asked his 
“P. P. §." (Parliamentary Private Secretary), Brigadier Harvie 
Wate, what he thought of it all. Watt said he did not like it. The 
Prime Minister raged and Watt subsided, The Prime Minister buried 
himself in his papers and no more was said for an hour. Présently, he 
called softly, “Harvie...” "Yes, sir..." “I am troubled by the 
points you raise." 

No Englishman since Cromwell has ever had such power. As 
Prime Minister and Minister of Defense he had the two most power- 
ful portfolios in the goverament, It was an arrangement that suited 
Churchill's autocratic nature. It permitted him at the morning 
meetings to lay before the military a proposed line of action having 
War Cabinet sanction in which admirals, generals and air marshals 
more than once detected a pet Churchillian project. Retracing his 
steps in the afternoon, he could turn up at the Cabinet to urge on 
behalf of the august chiefs of staff a policy in which the discerning 
likewise saw a fine Churchillian hand. As one critic remarked, 
“Winston always has it both ways.””

CHURCHILL conrimueo 


His most daring military decision, taken at the height of the 
Battle of Britain, was to send Britain's last remaining fully equipped 
armored division around the Cape of Good Hope to Egypt. His 
reasoning was as logical as it was bold. If the RAF and the Royal 
Navy could not prevent the Germans from crossing the narrow scas, 
one armored division could not save England. But it might save 
Suez and cover the rich oil fields of the Middle Ease. 

The other two strands of his policy were to build up Britain's 
night bomber squadrons with the help of bluff, red-faced Sit Arthur 
T. Harris, promoter of the theory of the “'sclf-combusting city"’; 
and to hold open at all costs the sea lanes—the lanes which con- 
nected Britain with the outside world, For from the beginning no 
one knew better than Churchill that Britain's magnificent best was 
not good enough. As an orator he has made much of Britain's stand 
“alone.” But despite the bravado no Englishman ever cared less 
for the part. England's traditional policy is to fight with allies and 
—a point which is often overlooked—to fight in a cause which will 
bring in allics. From the start of the war Claridge’s and other Lon- 
don hotels became the refuge of princes, boy kings and dowager 
queens of Europe. But the allies which Churchill coveted were 
Russia and the U. S.—one separated by a continent, the other by 
an ocean. 

Germany's invasion of Russia was a windfall, though Churchill 
had for some time predicted it. The winning of America was a more 
complicated business. The tides in America were running strongly 
for England. Churchill from the beginning set out to harness it. Once 
defending his policies when hard-pressed, he blurted out concerning 
America’s entry into the war, “That is what I have dreamed of, 
aimed at and worked for, and now it has come to pass."” But his way 
was not the way of propaganda in the usual sense of that word. 
“Winston hates all forms of organized propaganda,” one of his min- 
isters has said. “He is too good at his own kind." His kind con- 
sisted of blunt statements of the truth which, booming across the 
ether from blacked-out London, gave the American people their 
most exact reports of the fighting. 

Churchill's “rolling Mississippi" policy—the mixing up of the 
affairs of the British Empire and the U. S,—found its most eloquent 
expression at the time of the destroyer-base deal during the 1940 
U.S. elections. He passionately addressed his friends here not to per- 
mit so grand a transaction to be debased by the sordid term “trade,” 
And to show that England was holding nothing back, he tossed in 
the rights to Newfoundland and Bermuda as "gifts.’” Thereafter 
there was nothing petty about Winston in search of an ally, Whereas 
Chamberlain's buying agent in America had proclaimed that he was 
after the’ best bargain we can jolly well make,"” Churchill whooped 
up the orders and ran through Britain's remaining gold reserves with 
a spendthrift’'s gusto. When his friends in the City protested against 
the recklés dissipation of the nation’s inheritance, he answered 
softly, ““ Remember the parable of the bread on the waters."’ He in- 
sisted that in one way or another at least 55 British divisions must 
be equipped without delay, and he suggested that the U.S. take on 
the outfitting of ten additional ones. Mr, Morgenthau finally asked, 
“Where is the money for all this?” Sir Walter Layton, then on a spe- 


cial mission to the U.S., answered, “We are laying the baby on 
your doorstep."” 

Pressed by many Americans to declare some kind of “war aims” 
that would explain why the U.S. should accept the “baby’” and 
pour out its substance in Lend-Lease, Roosevelt evolved the Atlantic 
Charter declaration, Churchill, who had growled out earlier, “If we 
should stop fighting, people would know soon enougit what we are 
fighting for,”’ went along with the idea—inserting, however, a pro- 
vision that the Charter did not apply to “existing arrangements” 
(meaning the Empire). But while the ships lay at anchor in Placentia 
Bay, Newfoundland, where the Atlantic Charter meeting took place, 
his interest obviously lay in the military discussions. One who was 
there dubbed him the “ax man” for his sheer ability to cleave to 
the point. 

When the final windfall occurred—Japan’s attack at Pearl Harbor 
—Winston was at Chequers. A visitor arrived to find him in the act 
of whipping off a statement for the American people, announcing 
that the Cabinet would declare war immediately. Then he put in a 
call for the White House, spoke guardedly co Roosevelt (the Ger- 
mans were eavesdropping on the transatlantic circuit) and went on 
to say that England would of course do the proper thing. 


The Second Front? 


The proper thing” for Churchill, with the declaration of war 
disposed of, was to board ship and proceed with his entire entourage 
of admirals, ficld marshals and generals straight to a White House 
Christmas, Two fears sped him on his way. One was of a panicky 
diversion of American power to the Pacific. The other was that 
America’s very concentration on her now-declared war would pre- 
vent a further meshing of Anglo-American decisions. 

If his fears had any basis in fact, the meeting in Washington 
quickly dispelled them, One reason why the Anglo-American side of 
the" grand alliance’ worked so well from the start was that Roose- 
velt and Churchill understood cach other. In preparing for their 
meeting, the explanatory cables dealt not only with issues of state, 
bue with the niceties of their tastes in wines, movies and Churchill's 
cigars. One of the men who had to make the protocol work remem- 
bers that "Winston was in tremendous form." His celebrated con- 
versation blazed across the dining table, but for once it was not a 
monolog. Churchill, who almost never lingers in the Commons to 
hear anyone else speak, evinced a hearty appetite for Roosevelt's 
dialect stories. The mood may well have been set by Hopkins, who, 
on seeing some British marines stationed outside the White House, 
remarked out of the corner of his mouth, “ How the hell did they get 
in here? The last time we had them around they burnt the place 
down." 

Long after Roosevelt, who liked to keep regular hours, had gone 
to bed, Churchill would sit in Hopkins’ room in Lincoln's study, 
canvassing supply problems. What jolted Hopkins most was the 
“Prime's” ability to wake clearheaded and come bouncing into his 
room in the early morning with, “ Harry, what have you done about 
that matter we discussed last night?” Churchill's fondness for doing 
his morning work in a dressing gown finally resulted in a scene 
unique in American annals, This was when Roosevelt was wheeled 
into Churchill's room only to find him in the nude, about to begin 
shaving. The Englishman was quick to point out the historic sig- 
nificance. ‘This is probably the only time in history," he declared, 
“when the Prime Minister of England has received the head of an- 
other great state in the nude." 

One prime result of these informal meetings was the setting up 
of the Combined Chiefs of Staff for which Churchill and General 
George C. Marshall deserve equal credit. The “broad division of 
the tasks” was decided then and there. Roosevelt backed him on the 
basic and politically difficult decision: to concentrate on Germany 
first, letting the Pacific war remain a holding action till the U.S. 
ficet could be rebuilt. Overhanging the terrible question of when, 
where and how to fight back onto the Continent was the doubt as 
to whether the Russian armies could hold. Although the Germans 
had been checked in front of Moscow, the opinion of the Combined 
Chiefs of Staff was chat Russia would go down if German forces were 
not drawn off to the West. Hence Russian pleas for a western front 
were given a sympathetic ear, especially by American strategists. 

The trouble was that in 1942 the gear and the tackle” in Church- 
ill's phrase—the ships, air control, amphibious equipment and 
trained troops—were not in England nor in America. Hence techni- 
cians were instructed to draw up two alternative plans: one, for a 
Jast-resort cross-Channel leap; the other, far more to Churchill's lik- 
ing, for a full-scale show in the Mediterranean where England had 
a going concern in the Army of the Nile. When he returned to Wash-

ington in June 1942, the alternatives were nakedly posed. The Ger- 
mans were headed for the Volga; Roosevelt had, at Molotov's in- 
stigation, issued his ambiguous statement about the necessity for a 
“second front.” But scarcely had Churchill arrived than Roosevelt 
handed him a slip of paper saying that Tobruk had fallen, the 
Eighth Army was retreating, Rommel was crowding in for the death 
stroke with the possibility always open that Germany, possessor of 
the Middle East, might link up with Japan. 

“Lam the unhappiest Englishman on American soil since the de- 
feat of Burgoyne," Churchill stated to the press. And well he might 
have been. At home Parliament turned wrathful. One of his Tories 
called for a vote of no confidence in the government. The Socialist 
Cripps waited catlike for the revolt to bring Churchill down. Once 
again (as Churchill was the first to point out afterward) Roosevelt 
stood by the Englishman. Without delay, in another of the decisive 
moves of the war, he diverted American equipment to retrieve the 
desert fiasco. Churchill's spirits revived. In the bustle and hurry of 
the White House he found time to summon his publisher from New 
York and for an hour he discussed books, all the while trying to 
cajole his visitor to raise the advance on his next published collec- 
tion of speeches by at least $500. And he put out from these shores 
carrying no umbrella of appeasement. In Baltimore, as he stepped 
aboard a British Overseas Aircraft Clipper, leaving tons of baggage 
to follow as best it could, he rang for the steward, called for a 
whisky and, raising his glass to the crew, proposed a toast: 

“Here's to England, home and beauty—and a damn good row." 


The Whale and the Elephant 


Back home, he settled Parliament with a brilliant two-day de- 
fense of his conduct of the war. But something else was settled in the 
privacy of No. ro. Following close on his heels to England came the 
American Chiefs of Staff, attended by the inevitable Harry Hopkins. 
In two days and a night of talk it was at last decided to pull the 
lever on operation “Torch,” involving an American landing not on 
the shores of Europe but in North Africa, to be coordinated with a 
British drive westward from Cairo. This decision, which precluded 
a European invasion in 1942 and probably in 1943, was taken at the 
very hour when the public clamor for a second front, supported even 
by the Beaverbrook press, was rising to its frenzy; and it involved 
Churchill in what was probably the most distasteful and most dan- 
gerous mission of his career. For it had been agreed with Roosevelt 
that he would explain and justify the move to the desperate Rus- 
sians, who were then falling back toward Stalingrad 

Churchill likes to think of himself as a “wandering minstrel’ 
trouping from “‘court to court, singing the same set of songs." But 
there was litele to suggest the merry troubadour in the grim-faced 
pudgy man in the ‘siren’ suit who clambered out of an RAF 
bomber one gray morning in August 1942 to begin the famous con- 
ference which Englishmen call Moscow No. t. A “flaming row’” is 
the term one high-placed Englishman applied to the meeting. Stalin 
was unmoved by Churchill's eloquence. He dismissed the North 
African landing as a mere diversion; it would not lift the terrible 
weight of the German armics off Russian backs. 

By the third day Churchill was sunk in gloom. There is a tale that 
his buried wrath against the Bolsheviks came flooding back. His 
aide tried to shush him up, apprehensively pointing out the room 
was probably wired. Instead of calming the Prime Minister, the 
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CHURCHILL cowrinues 


warning sent him rushing from one wall to the other to direct the 
full power of his invective into every suspicious fixture. Then, look- 
ing up with an impish grin, “That will at least make for interesting 
reading.” 

Yer in the end Stalin could not let Churchill go with nothing set- 
tled. In the late afternoon a call came through summoning him to the 
Kremlin at 7 o'clock. Somewhere, between the zakuska and the wine 
and through the barrier of language, common ground was found and 
the scion of Marlborough made a real beginning toward justifying 
the ways of the West to the son of the Georgian shocmaker. In cx- 
plaining the difficulties of supplying large armics over thousands of 
milss of ocean, he happened upon that magnificent metaphor of “the 
land animal" and “the sea beast’’—the Elephant and the Whale. 
The Elephant began to concede that the Whale had a case. As 
Churchill's bomber lifted from the Moscow airport, his companions, 
eying him closely, could tell that here was a happier man. One espe- 
cially felt for him—his personal physician and good friend, the 
present Lord Moran. The previous Christmas, at the White House, 
Moran had seen President Roosevelt singing Christmas carols “‘care- 
free as a boy." From Moscow he carried away the memory of Stalin 
“drawing wolves with a fat red pencil while he listened to the Eng- 
lish case.” 


Cards on the table 


Thus Churchill fulfilled this most difficult mission as the go-be- 
tween of the "grand alliance" and saved his own political hide by 
bringing back some semblance of Russian confidence in Anglo-Amer- 
ican strategy. Men who worked with him believe that his refusing 
to go into Europe while pressing for the Mediterranean was the 
wisest decision of his carcer. Certainly it spared hundreds of thou- 
sands of lives and avoided what might have been catastrophic fail- 
ure—such a failure as did indeed overtake the small test operation 
against Dieppe that same summer. On the other hand if Stalingrad 
had fallen and the Volga had been cut, the chances are that the man 
who had calculated the strategy would not now be Prime Minister of 
England. 

Moreover, some American strategists will always believe that 
having gained his point in 1942 he made the mistake of clinging to it 
too long. During 1943, while the Mediterranean campaign spilled 
over into Sicily and Italy, Churchill was full of plans for further 
thrusts ac the “soft underbelly” of Europe—through southern 
France, across the Dalmatian coast into the Balkans. He also tried 
to bring Turkey into the war. Behind these enterprises Americans 
discerned not only Churchill's obvious concern for long-established 
British stakes in this region but also a real horror of a" blood bath" 
in the West. It was his gloomy thesis that the blood which France 
spilled to save Verdun in the last war lost her this one. England's 
population was already dangerously small, far below that of her 
mighty allies. He did not propose to waste her best seed in the Ger- 
man traps in the Pas-de-Calais to gain a quicker victory that would 
eventually doom her as a world power. 

By coincidence Churchill received unexpected support from the 
airmen headed by his own’ Bomber" Harris and the American Gen- 
erals Eaker and Anderson of the Eighth Air Force based in Britain. 
These men were not interested in the subtleties of the Mediterranean 
but they were playing for a whole year in which to prove thar their 
new weapon, the heavy bomber, could by itself "fatally weaken" 
Germany. Meanwhile from the other side of the world came still an- 
other demand making for delay and for diversion—the plight of 
China, the construction of the “*Stilwell Road,” the plans (for they 
never came to anything more than that in 1943) for a great amphibi- 
ous operation against Burma. 

Ac Teheran, in December 1943, the first meeting to bring Church- 
ill, Roosevelt and Stalin together, all the cards came face up. As the 
prime movers of continental power, Roosevelt and Stalin held the 
aces. The U. S. could by 1944 supply at least 60 divisions for crossing 
the Channel; the Russians claimed they had 300 divisions on the 
Eastern line; the Englishmen could promise only 20 in the West. 
‘As one who was there recalls, “A lot of chipping went on; and Stalin 
twigged him saying thac ‘American horsepower’ and ‘Russian man- 
power’ would decide the war.”” The Russian line never wavered: let 
the main German army be engaged from the east and from the west. 
In principle Churchill was always for the cross-Channel leap in 1944; 
but he wanted tobe certain thatenough forces would becommitted to 
prevent disaster on the first try. He reviewed ene risks of a stalemate 
and the alternatives in detail. “We must not fail,"” he said in effect. 
“We must be sure.’” In the end the decision rested with the U.S. 
which at least could promise sufficient equipment and manpower. 
‘And the great Normandy landing was agreed to.

So the German fate was settled. As the armics gathered in Eng- 
land for D-day, Churchill ewitted a friend,“ Why even the Cabinet 
couldn't lose the war now." He wanted to cross the Channel with 
the troops. Eisenhower stopped him. On the day of che landings he 
was champing in Eisenhower's private railroad car in the south of 
England, discussing with General Marshall, for want of anything 
more active to do, a fine historical point of the Civil War Shenan- 
doah campaign, But nine months later when the Rhine was crossed, 
Churchill was nor far behind che British spearhead perched on top of 
a clumsy amphibious vehicle, proclaiming, “On we go. 
driving back a beaten army to the dire sink of iniqui 


“The unknown war” 


For the common man of England, Berlin was indeed the end of the 
trail, But the night the lights went up in London, Churchill was 
traveling mentally co che farthest reaches of the Empire. The Ger- 
man war, into which he had thrown everything, had cost chat Em- 
pire dear, In the process of winning American friendship before Pearl 
Harbor, he had joined Roosevelt’s policy of sanctions against Japan 
and had sent the Prince of Wales and the Repulse to the Far East 
with the idea of making a “formidable impression.” Twenty min- 
utes of Japanese bombing and acrial corpedo attacks had sent them 
to the bottom, and when the cable was put on his desk at No. 10 
he was heard to murmur, “Those fine ships." Almosc overnight the 
whole imperial structure burtressed on Singapore came crashing 
down: England’s key base gone, an army of 50,000 lost, Australia 
furious over British ineptitude and the riches of India uncovered. 

“The unknown war’’—a phrase which Churchill gave co the 
Russian front of World War I—is what some Englishmen call che 
minor jungle struggle which they carried on through the years when 
the world’s attention was riveted on Europe. It is unknown in many 
ways. Many Americans were for a long time convinced that the 
British were going to let the U. S, fight the Japanese war for them. 
Not Mr. Churchill. “You can’t keep all the good things to your- 
selves," he quipped to Mr, Roosevelt ac Quebec last September. 
Roosevelt was sympathecic. He had carlicr loaned him the old 
carrier Saratoga to strengthen the British Eastern Flect based on 
Ceylon, Then he cajoled Admiral King into letting British seapower 
back into the Western Pacific, which the confident American Navy 
was coming to regard as an American lal 

Today the unknown wat is going very well indeed—Rangoon and 
Mandalay recaptured, an Indian army of 200,000 men on the march, 
the majority of British capical ships, plucked from the North Sea 
and the Mediterranean, forming a new battle line in the Pacific. Bue 
Churchill, the politician, knows chat these high strategic moves 
will come to nothing unless the exhausted people of Britain can 
be spurred on co suppore them. V-E Day seemed to him an appro- 
priate occasion. While the crowds celebrated the end of one war in 
Parliament Square, he stepped jauntily to the microphone and 
boomed to the Empire, “Advance Bricannia! Long live the cause 
of freedom! God save the King!”
